' FOR REVENGE 


CAUGHT PLOTTER 


Woman Charged With Con- 
spiracy to Wreck Car 
and Kill. 


IN PRISON, 


SHE IS NOW 


WARRANTS FOR HER DAUGHTER 
AND SON-IN-LAW. 


Conspiracy Was Foiled by a Modern 
Sherlock Holmes, Who Pretend- _ 
ed Intended Victim Had 
Been Severely 
Wounded. 


Undone by an unsuspected Sherlock 
Holmes of her own conspiracy party is Mrs. 
Mary Adamson of Dewey Station, Ill., who 
sougnt revenge and found a jail cell. 

The arrest of Mrs. Adamson and two men 
late last night, and’ the isuance of war- 
tants for her daughter and her son-in-law, 
Supply the climax chapter in a tale of the 
Overthrowirg of a plot to wreck and kill 
which does not often happen fn real life. 

The story belongs to the detective classi- 
fication. 

Mrs. Adamson, who conducts a dance hall 
and saloon at Dewey Station, and Edward 
Weinter of East St. Louis. a brother of her 
son-in-law, are in jail at Belleville charged 
with conspiracy to wreck a car on the East 
St. Louis & Suburban Electric Railway, 
conspiracy to kill and assault to kill. 

Watlrrants have been issued for the arres: 
of Mrs. Sophie Weinert, daughter of Mrs. 
Adamson, and her husband, John Weinert, 
on the same charges. 

A detective from St. Louis, known in 
the case as. Abraham Beck, was “arrest 
with the other two prisoners and released ' 
on 83000 bond. 

Last Friday it was reported Night Super- 
intendent Max Braun, claim agent of the 
East St. Louis & Suburban line, had been 
assaulted and badly beaten by an vniden- 
tifled person. Other officiais of the railway 
caused the report to be published in the 
newspapers. Friends of Braun had no doubt 
that he had been injured as reported, it 
having been stated that he was attacked 
with a club or an iron bar, his skull being 
fractured. 


PHYSICIAN SUMMONED. 


Braund was said to be at his home in a 
serinus condition. Dr. J. L. Wiggins of

of the railway line. Miss Evans, a trained 
nurse, alse was sent thither to take charge 
of the case. 

Friends who called to see Mr. Braun 
were denied admittance. The nurse said 
that her patient was in such a condition 
that it was not safe to admit callers to his 
bedroom. Mrz. Braun also was not to be 
seen. 

Many expressions of sympathy were sent 
to the supposedly injured man. 

It turns out now that Mr. Braun was not 
injured in the least, but that the story of 
the assault was a fabrication, for detective 
purposes to aid in running down a gang of 
conspirators who, to gratify a desire for 
petty vengeance on account of a grievance, 
had planned‘to put In jeopardy the lives of 
passengers on the road. 

The plot ef the detective, as opposed to 
the plot of he conspirators, was worked out 
with unusual nicety. There was not a hitch 
in the proceedings, and the quarry fell in- 
to the grasp of the’pursuers as was planned. 

Mkny months ago Mrs. Adamson and 
Mrs. Weinert boarded a car on the Haat 
St. Louis & Suburban line to ride a part 
of the way’to East St. Louis. Mrs. Adam- 
son and her daughter were arrested in 
East St. Iouis at the instance of Conductor 
Tierney, who declared that the women re- 
fused to pay their fare and refused te 
alight. They were fined for disturbing the 


peace. 
WOMAN’S DEFENSE. 

Mrs. Adamson maintained that she had 
rung for the car to stop at her intended des- 
tination, but that it had falled to stop and 
she and her daughter then decilned to pay 
fare beyond that point and intended to re- 
main on the car until it carried them back. 

The women sued the company for dam- 
ages and Mrs. Adamson was indicted for 
perjury on information filed by the rail- 
way company. 

The railroad company, some weeks ago, 
learned that Mrs. Adamson still harbored 
her grievance against the road. In some 
manner it came to the ears of the offi- 
clals that the woman contemplated exe- 
cuting@a terrible vengeance for what she 
contended had been an imposition. 

Immediate] the company, to protect the 
traveling public and its own property from 
possible harm, began plotting to spoil the 
plot supposed to be in process of formation 
by Mrs. Adamson. 


THE DETECTIVDE’S PLOT. 


A detective was employed by the com- 
pany. Under the name of Abraham Beck 
the detective made his appearance at Mrs. 
Adamson's saloon. He was dressed as a 
railroad, hand, wearing an old cap and 
shoes run down at the heels. 

Beck talked the railroad talk like the 
real article. He had a grievance against 
railroads, particularly the electric line that 
runs past Dewey Station. In Reck's esti- 
mation nothing v.as_tovo.bad to happen to 
that ‘road or the employes of it. 

Mrs. Adams 2n became interested in Beck, 

and according to the allegation of the de- 
saslive she employed him to assault Max 
Braun, the claim agent, to get the latter 
out of the way, so that it would be easier 
to wreck @ car.

At first, he says, it was arranged to 
wreck a car on the trestle just east of 
Dewey Station, Sunday night; but for 
some reason that plan was not carried out. 


CONSTABLES READY. 

Constables Lautz and Kaase, in a wagon, 
rode to the scene and stationed them- 
selves ready to arrest the conspirators. 

Beck then informed the company that 
the plot was to wreck Conductor Tierney’s 
car Monday night at 10 o'clock near the 
point where the St. Louis Valley Railroad 
track crosses the electric road's tracks. 

The arrangeents, the detective says, were 
finaliy made during the day at the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Weinert, at Twenty- 
second street and “Cleveland avenue, East 
St. Louis: - : 

Constables Lauts.. on Kanpe were in 
waiting at the appointed 


officer for the road. The three men con- 


cealed in the weeds and watched ‘for their 
quarry. 

At 10 o'clock they saw..two men and a 
woman approaching up the 8t.

Constable Lautz “ee and picked. up 
two large horseshoes, They had fallen from

Tierney and Beck were arrested | the 
constables, the three prisoners being taken 
to the jail at Belleville.

on bond at once 

After being handcuffed Mrs. Beck man- 
aged to open her purse and drop a small 
sheet of paper to the ground. 

One of the constables observed the action 
and picked up the paper. It was, Beck's re- 
ceipt for $25. 

HORSESHOES EVIDENCE. 

The horseshoes and the receipt will be 
used as evidence. Mrs. Adamson is said to 
have remarked to the officers, facetiously, 
that she would bronze the horseshoes as 
scuvenirs of the occasion:

Supreme Court Almost Ready 
With Boodle Decision. 


IS FIRST ON APPEAL LIST. 


UNANIMOUS VERDICT WOULD 
LEA WA LITTLE RECOURSE. 


s ene ision Would

JDFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 2.—The 
State Supreme Court will render no de- 
cision in the Meysenburg boodle case today. 


Local interest in the method of procedure 
in the Supreme Court of Missouri ts height- 
ened by the prospect pf an early decision 
in the Meysenburg case, the first of the 
boodle cases to reach the highest tribuns 
in the state. 

This is a court of last resort in all the 
boodle cases, and none of them can be ap- 
pealed, lawyers, say, to any higher court. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri is sep- 
arated into two divisions. Division No. 2 
has exclusive jurisdiction in criminal cases. 
The three judges in this division are Gantt, 
Sherwood and Burgess. 

They must decide ail of the boodle cases 
that are decided by the Supreme Court be- 
fore Jan. 1. With the opening of the new 
year, Judge-elect James D. Fox ascends 
the Supreme bench, succeeding Judge Sher- 
wood. 

It is not certain who will comprise divis- 
ion No. 2 after Jan. 1. It may be that Judge 
Fox will simply replace Jurge Sherwood 
in division No. 2, and that thereafter Judgés 
Gantt, Burgess and Fox will decide the 
boodle causes. 

On the other hand, it may be that this 
entire trio may be placed in division No. 1 
and the three judges to handle the boodle 
appeals be selected from the other four 
menbers of the court—Judges Bruce, Robin- 
‘son, Valliant and Marshall. 

ONLY ONE RECOURSE. 

If the three judges now on the supreme 
bench should render a decision in the Mey- 
scnburg case sustaining the decision of the 
lower court, then only one recourse would 
remain for Meysenburg’s attorneys to save 
him from the penitentiary. This would be 
a motion for a rehearing. 

The Supreme Court does not allow such 
a motion to be argued. All Meysenburg’s 
attorneys could do in this event would be 
to file a written motion citing their rea- 
sons. .To secure a rehearing, it would be 
necessary for them to convince the court 
that it had overlooked a decision con-:rolling 
the case, or had misinterpreted some im- 
portant feature. 

But, if the three judges were not a unit 
in the matter, the mes ye would have @ 
further opportunity. S Seeing opinion 
by one of the three judges would permit 
the judges of the division, of their own mo- 
tiomear on motion of the defendant, to 
transtér the case to the court en banc. 

This would mean a rehearing of the case 
by the entire seven judges, , 

n that event the decision of a majority 
of the judges would be final.

LIVED 62 YEARS IN ONE HOUSE. 


FORTUNE GREW FROM LOG CABIN 
IN OLD ST. LOUIS. 


W .H. Ulrich and E. W. Meyer, Not 
Related to Aged Woman, Are to 
Receive Bulk of Estate 
by Her Will. 


The will of the late Miss Maria Elizabeth 
Schemmer, who could not read or write, 
and whose signature to the instrument 
which conveys the right and title to an 
estate valued at from $150,000 to $200,000 is 
a cross-mark, was filed in the Probate Court 
Monday by Charles Niedringhaus, one of 
the witnesses. 

The document was drawn up Nov. 2%, 
18%, and placed in Mr. Niedringhaus’ safe 


in his furniture establishment on Franklin . 


avenue between Tenth and Eleventh streets. 
There it reposed until it was taken out 
Monday morning and filed in court for 
record. 

The other witness of Miss Schemmer’s 
cross-mark was Adolph H. Stille, an old 
friend of the testatrix. 

The two main leghtees, William H. Ul- 
rich, who lives on a farm near Racine, 
Wis., and Edward William Meyer of Bt. 
Louis, were not related by blood to the 
woman whose generosity makes them the 
beneficiaries of a fortune of $75,000 each. 
Ulrich had not seen Miss Schemmer for 
20 years. Meyer is a son of Henry Meyer 
and a grandson of Casper Meyer, who was 
an old and valued friend of his benefactor. 

The estate is devised as follows: To Em- 
il and Sophia Meyer, the beds and cloth- 
ing of the deceased; to her life-long friend 
and nurse, Mrs. Johanna Dorothea Luecke, 
$1000; to Harry Erneman, nephew of Mrs. 
Iuecke, $1000; to the childrén of an uncle 
in Wester Kappeln, Westphalia, Germany, 
$1000; to St. Peter’s Cemetery, for the care 
of the Schemmer lot, $200; to the German 
Home on the _ 8t. 
Charles rock road, $100; to William Heck- 
man, a 10-acre tract with residence in Cen- 
tral Township, St. Louis County; the resi- 
due of the estate, real, personal or mixed, 
to William H. Ulrich and Edward William 
Meyer. 

William Reipschlauger is named as ex- 
ecutor. 

Miss Schemmer, whose funeral] occurred 
Sunday, was 9 years and 1 month old. 
For 62 years she resided in the house where 
she died, 1011 Franklin avenue, and, al- 
though the possessor of a large fortune, 
lived in frugal comfort in three rooms above 
the store in the three-story building. which 
she owned, 

Her wants were few. Mrs. Luécke, an 
oetogenarian, was her constant companion 
for the past six years, filling the place of 
relative and friend. Miss Schemmer had 
one passion, driving, yet she felt it would 
be a sinful waste of money to keep a horse 
and carriage of her own. 

The frugal habits of a lifetime were proof 
against any such extravagances, even if 
she could afford it, as she was often told. 


HER NATIVE SHREWDNESS. 

Although she could not read or write she 
was gifted with a native shrewdness that 
caused the property in her possession to 
accumulate value and she always had re- 
course to time-tried advisers when making 
investments, chiefly in trust securities and 
real estate. 

Miss Schemmer was born near Osna- 
brueck, Hanover. She came to 8t. Louis 


} with her brothers, Frederick and Wilhelm, 
when she was but 16 years old. They settled 


in an old log house on St. Charles street, 
between Fourth and Fifth streets, which 
was a commodious dwelling for those days. 
Later they removed to Tenth street and 
Franklin avenue, then the outskirts of 
the city, and conducted an inn and farm- 
yard for farmers. 

Their hostelry became a popular resort 
for rural folks and they invested their 
gains in a general merchandise stock. The 
store and inn, carried on in a long frame 
and log structure on the site where the 
present bullding is, proved lIvcrative. The 
city kept growing, and in years the proper- 
ty they had aaquired for a song grew great 
in value, 

There was un agreement existing among 
the brothers and sisters that the one who 
lived longest should inherit the estate 
None dreamed that the sister would outlive 
the lusty brothers. William married, but 
his wife passed away and he soon = fol- 
lowed. 


INHERITED FAMILY ESTATE. 

Then the bachelor brother, Frederick, 
died and the sister was the sole possessor 
of the fortune. 

During the 2% years since the last broth- 
er’'s death Miss Schemmer lived quietly 
and unostentatiously. She was a devoted 
religieuse and until her hearing failed her 
was a reguiar attendant upon the services 
of S8t. Peter's Evangelical! Lutheran 
Church. She had few friends and was 
happy in the company of only those whom 
she had known in earlier days or the chil- 
dren of old-time friends. 

The hurry and bustle of the mammotn 
city which had grown around her was a 
constant source of amazement and she 
pined for the old regime,the old customs. Of 
late years her infirmities kept her within 
doors. Mrs. Luecke was her constant 
solace. The two aged women passed their 
days in quiet content. 

No one knows what were the emotions 
influencing her in the disposition of her 
fortune. Her friends frequently wondered 
to whom the women bereft of relatives on 
this side of the Atlantic would leave it 
but she kept her own couneel. 

When the contents of the will were made 
known Monday there were many expres- 
sions of surprise. 

“Why did she not leave her money to 
h3er relatives in Germany?” asked one of 
Mre. Luecke, the old nurse. “What were 
her motives in giving it to people whom sae 
hardly ever saw?” 

"She was not a woman to talk about such 
things,” said the companion and nurse. 
“Tl, as much as any one, should iike to 
know why.”

Malta Vita has already eppeared on

A 
short while ago the St. Louis papers con- 
tainned an announcement surrounded by a 
lot of eye-riveting ‘‘white space,” to the ef-

TWO NEGROES MUST HANG. 
Date of Execution, Jan. 3, Set in the 


Cases of William Gatlin and 
Charles Gurley. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 2.—Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme Court 
this morning in an opinion by Judge Bur- 
gess reversed the judgment and remanded 
the case of George A. Hoagland against 
Forest Park Highlands Amusement Com- 
pany and Henry Scherrf. Hoagland sued 
the company for $000 damages for personal 
injuries for being unlawfully arrested and 
abused by employes of the company. 

The trial jury found that Hoagland was 
entitled to recover, but gave him only 1 cent 
punative damages. 

The Supreme Court reversed that judg- 
ment and remanded the cause holding that 
as the trial jury found that Hoag.and was 


entitled to recover, he should nave had 
actual damages to some amount instead of 


being awarded 1 cent punative damages. 

The court in opinions by Judge Sherwood 
affirmed the judgments of murder in the 
first degree against two negroes, Charles 
Gurley and Wiiliam Gatlin, and set Jan. 3, 
1903, as the date for their execution. 

Gurley killed a negro woman, Rosie Hig- 
gins, with whom he had been living in St. 
Louis, by stabbin 
knife. The girl refused fo live with Gurley 
longer and he killed her. 

Gatlin ‘killed Thomas Graham becaus¢ 
Graham received more attention from Car- 
rie Bryant, a negro woman, than he.

VENEZUELA IS TEMPORIZING. 


BERLIN, Dec.. 2.—Germany’s claim 
against Venezuela'is about. $2,000,000, Presi- 
dent Castro represents to Germany that 
Venezuela has little credit abroad; that 
the country is just emerging from a civil 
war, during which planting and -industry 


were partially ruined, and that, therefore, 
no matter how. much Venezuela may de- 
sire to satisfy immediately ‘the claims 
against her, it is obviously impossible. 
Hence, un agreement on the subject must 
provide for deferred payments. The seiz- 
ure of the custom houses, thereby depriv- 
ing the government of an important means 
to administer the country, would: add to 


the internal distress and disorder. 

While President Castro’s plans are not 
disclosed, it is said that they include the 
emission of bonds at a moderately high 
rate of irterest, with some sort of a guar- 
antee that if.the interest of the install- 
ments uf the principal are defaulted cer- 
tain Venezuelan customs may be taken 
over by Germany. 

Noth ng is ‘known here of the plans of 
Isaac N. Seligman of New York for float- 
ing a Venezuelan loan. He has not ap- 
proached this government in the matter. 

There is no disposition here to proceed 
with harsh measures towards Venezue'a if 
miider ones will suffice to exact satisfac- 
tion, but the Gerriian government is full y 
committed to the intention to obtain ample 
satisfaction. The claimants are constantly 
urging the government to press the collec- 
tion of the amounts due them, not only 
because of the sums involved, but, it is rep- 
resented, in view of the fact that the long 
delay has rendered the position of Germans 
in Venezuela more and more vexatious.

THE PRES'IDENT’S MESSAGE. 

As might have been expected, the President’s Message is a plain 
spoken, but very conservative document. 

No specific recommendations are made with reference to trusts 
and monopolies, but it is insisted that corporations doing inter- 
state business 1aust be regulated and supervised, and this duty 
falls upon the national rather than upon the state government. 
Power to enact all necessary legislation is vested in Congress by 
the Constitution under the clause granting power to regulate 
interstate commerce, 

Of the tariff, the President has little to say, except that in the 
main it should be let alone. Any change should proceed not from 
political but business considerations. He declares abolition of du- 
ties is no remedy for trusts, while it would unsettle and paralyze 
the industry of the ccuntry. He repeats the time-honored maxim 
that the basis of tariff restriction is the welfare of the laborer, 
and that everything should be reckoned from the difference in 
labor cost, comparing American with European wages. He ad- 
mits, however, that the tariff should be no protection of mo- 
nopoly, and recommends the abolition of the duty on anthracite 
coal. , 

Good counsel is offered to com¥inations of labor and combina- 
tions of capital. The right of both to exist is conceded, and they 
are commended as good and even necessary in principle. Espe- 
cially is hostility between the two deprecated which is ‘founded 
upon mutual distrust. A fraffk understanding is desirable. In 
this connection the President recommends the erection of a de- 
partment of commerce in charge of a secretary with cabinet 
rank, to whom shall be referred this and related questions. 

Tne recommendation for reciprocity with Cuba is fordibly 
stated, in generous, warm-hearted words. In this,;passage the 
President's character is manifest, as it is not in the more routine 
4 paragraphs. 

There are good words for irrigation, forest protection, etc. 
These, with the routine references, conclude a rather long but 
not uninteresting document. 

Mr. Roosevelt reflects the best, most temperate thought of his 
party. The message is a model of its class.

“The Post-Dispatch has published the sa of ex- Gov. Stone’s lobby wok in | 


the Legislative session of 1899. 

- In the session of 1901, notwithstanding the fact that he had served as the 
vice-chairman of the Democratic national committee and was looked upon as a 
nationa] leader of the Democracy, the ex-governor early appeared in the lobby 
with Phelps, Carroll, Parker and others of their kind. 

His first work was to defeat the baking powder bill, in. the interest of - the 
baking powder trust. 

The origina] baking powder bill whs passed in 1899, surreptitiously, so it 
was charged by many who voted for it under a - misapprehension. It wag 
jammed. through both houses as a bill favoring pure food products. 

The bill was introduced by Senator Lyons of St. Louis, who declared that he 
did not know the author. After he had received the bill he turned it over to 
Senator Whaley of St. Clair, who said the bill was correct except that the 
word “potash” should be struck from the list of chemicals, the use of which in 
food products was prohibited. Potash was an ingredient of the trust’s prod- 
uct and the word was stricken out. 

Former Gov. Stephens said he signed the bill. under a misapprehension and 
this was the testimony of many of the legislators who voted for it. 

The independent manufacturers were astonished ,beyond measure when they 
learned that Kimbrough Stone, ex-Gov. Stone’s son, was instituting prosecutions 
of baking powder manufacturers for violations of the act. They determined to 
have the bill repealed. 

The House of Representatives in the session of 1901, upon learning of the 
legislative trick that had been played two years before, voted almost unani- 
mously for the repeal of the law. 

It was then that ex-Gov. Stone appeared in Jefferson City opposing the re- 
peal of the measure. : 

In the Senate the baking powder bill was referred to the committee on juris- 
prudence, of which Senator James Orchard of Howell County was chairman. It 
should not have gone to that committee, but the lobby was strongly in- 
trenched in the Senate and Orchard, who was a leader of the “solid 17,’ got 
about everything he wanted. When the Senate committee on jurisprudence 
met to consider the measure a long thesis on the injurious effects of alum was 
presented by Stone. Subsequently this paper, which like the ex-governor’s 
Sarcoxie speech ‘was merely published, but not delivered, was scattered broad- 
cast as “a speech on pure food delivered by ex-Gov. Stone.” ; 

Ten days before the time set for the adjournment of the Legislature, Sen- 
ator Orchard disappeared from Jefferson City. Telegrams were sent to Kansas 
City, St. Joseph, St. Louis and his home in West Plains, but he could not be 
reached. Anxiety over the fate of the bill turned to alarm. Members of the 
House openly charged that Orchard had disappeared to avoid making a report 
on the bill. 

Orchard returned in time for the adjournment, but the friends of the meas- 
ure, relying upon his oft-repeated promise to report it as soon as the com- 
mittee could pass upon it, waited in vain for the report. If Senator Orchard re- 
ported the bill no one in the Senate saw him do it. 

But two days after the session closed the officers of the Senate distributed 
a report of the criminal jurisprudence committee signed by the Howell County 
senator, and containing an elaborate argument against the measure. 

Ex-Gov. Stone was not the only representative of the Baking Powder Trust 
in Jefferson City. He conducted his campaign from his appartment in the Mad- 
ison House, but another representative of the trust was on hand, in the person 
of D, J. Kelley. Kelley was president of an organization known as the Public 
Health Society. Nobody knew of the society’s performing any service for the 
public health, or where its offices were located, or who composed it outside 
of a group of men who delivered lectures and distributed pampniets un alum 
as @ poisonous ingredient in food products. 

But the society had adres in the office of ex-Gov. Stone. in the pres- 
ent Missouri Trust building. All “pure food” pamphlets of this philanthropic 
organization emanated from that office and the agitation for pure food was 
directed there. 

Soon after the adjournment of the Legislature, Kimbrough Stone instituted 
proceedings against several] manufacturers who used alum in food products. One 
of the firms prosecuted was the Western Tea-and Coffee Co- 

The Public Health Society appeared as the plaintiff in ‘the. suit. 
senting it as a witness was one W. W. Miller, 
ployed by the society as a solicitor. 

“Where were your offices?” he was asked. 

“In the Union Trust building.” 

“Did anybody else have an office there?” 

“Yes; Gov. Stone and his son did.” 

“Who paid your salary?” 

“I got it out of the treasury.” 

“Where was the treasury?” 

. “Well, the money was kept in a safe or vault.” 

In reply to further questions, witness said that Goy. 
He only got paid when there was any money in sight. 

He couldn’t say whence the money came or who put it into” the vault, nor 
could he satisfactorily explain the source of income of the Public Health So- 
ciety. 

D. J. Kelley, who posed as president of the society and assisted ex-Goy. 
Stone in lobbying against tue baking powder bill, is a resident of New York. 
in that state he established what is known as the New York Public Health So- 
ciety. Efforts to establish similar organizations were made other states 
without much success. 

Patterson Bain, president of the Bain & Chapman Manufacturing Co, of St. 
Louis, related to the Post-Dispatch a recent interview which he had with Stone. 

“The ex “governor,” said Mr. Bain, “is very blue over the baking powder mess 
into which he got himself. He cannot get away from it. The facts are plain 
and we propose to present them at every possible opportunity. 

“I met the governor on the street recently and he inquired if we (meaning 
the manufacturers) were making war on him.’ 

“He said he knew we had a grievance against him, but that the bill (re- 
ferring to the trust measure) was now a thing of the past.” 

“I told him we didn’t tumk so and then he said: ‘Well, if you are not 
satisfied with what you got we will get up a law that will drive every one of 
you out of the state.’ 

“I replied that he had already succeeded in driving out of St. Louis two of 
the largest manufacturers we had and more intended going; that the law now 
on the statute books will kill off every independent tiesSois if it is not re- 
pealed. 

“I was at Jefferson City frequently during the last session and Stone was 
there, too. He worked Sh.ilfully among the legislators, rarely if ever going to 
the Senate or House chamber. He remained in his room the greater part of the

need of passing a’ bill providing for a gen- 
eral staff and for the reorganization of the 
supply departments on the lines of the bill 
proposed by the secretary of war last year.

There is not a cloud on the horizon at 
present. There seems not the slightest 
chance of trouble with a foreign power. We 
most earnestly hope that this state of 
things may continue; and the way {® insure 
its continuance is to provide for & thor- 
oughly efficient navy. The refusal to main- 
tain such a navy would invite trouble, and 
if trouble came would insure disaster. 
Fatuous self-complacency or vanity, or 
short-sightedness in refusing to prepaxe

It is much 
to be desired that our consular system be 
established by law on a basis providing for 
appointment and promotion only in conse- 
quence of proved fitness. 


WHITE HOUSE RESTORATION. 
Through a wise provisica of the Congress 
at its last session the White House, which 


had become disfigured by incongruous ad- 
ditions and changes, has now been restored 
to what it was planned to be by Washing- 
ton. In making the restorations the utmos@ 
care has been exercised to come as near 
as possible to the early plans and to sup- 
plement these plans by a careful] study of 
such buildings as that of the University of 
Virgiuia, which was built by Jefferson. The 
White House is the property of the nation, 
and so far as is compatible with living 
therein it should be kept as it originally 
was, for the same reasons that we keep 
Mount Vernon as it originally was. The 
stately simplicity of its architecture is an 
expression of the character of the period in 
which it was built, and is in accord with 
the purposes it was designed to serve. It 
is a good thing to preserve such buildings 
as historic monuments which keep alive 
our sense of continuity with the nation’s 
past.

There was scarcely enough 
coal _ in the capitol building bunkers, he 
said. to keep the building warm three days. 
On Saturda’. Mr. Rars‘’ell havine ex- 
hausted all «fforts to g t coal here in Wash- 
ington, went to ¢ hiledelphia and saw Pres- 
ident Baer of the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad. He explained to the coa! magnate 
that unless relief was afforded immediately 
Congress would have to adjourn for lack of 
heat. He to'd President Baer that unless a 
supply of hard coal was oe aps trent at 
once, both the hcating and lighting plants 
of the capito’ building would have to shut 
down. At the end of the conference Presi- 
dent Baer promised to send 10 cars of hard 
coal for the capitol building early this 
week. If it does not get here by Thurs- 
day, and the effort to get coal here is fruit- 
less, the lawmakers will be without heat.

crop conditions for November: 

The month was marked by exceptionally 
mild temperatures in all directions east of 
the Rocky Mountains, with excessively 
heavy rains on the north Pacific coast and 
from the lower M.ssouri Valley to the west 
gulf coast, and more than the average 
amount over a large portion of the south 
A.lantic and east gulf states. 

Tho reports generally show that winter 
wheat was in very promising condition at 
the close of the month. With sampée mois- 
ture and exceptiona mild temperatures 
throughout the month the crop made rapid 
advancement and too rank growth is very 
generally reported from the central val- 
leys, Oklahoma and Texas. 

n the early sown the Hessian fly has ap- 
peared extensively, but this pest has not 
affected the late sown, which constituteg 
much the greater part of the total acreage.
